Search and 
rescue to be 
examined 


O Federal committee to look into search-and-rescue 
time concerns after helicopter crashed in 2009 off 
Newfoundland O Policies and equipment under scrutiny

A federal defence committee is coming to 
town next week looking for answers. 

The House of Commons Standing Com¬ 
mittee on National Defence wants to know 
why search-and-rescue aircrafts can get in¬ 
to the air within a half-hour during 
normal business hours, but require two 
hours on evenings and weekends. 

The committee will be in Halifax next 
Thursday to speak to personnel at the 
Joint Rescue Co-ordination Centre (JRCC), 
which co-ordinates rescue missions for At¬ 
lantic Canada. 

“We’ll see how the rescue operations 
(are) co-ordinated and see what role people 
have and see how it works,” said commit¬ 
tee member and Newfoundland and 
Labrador MP Jack Harris. 

“We will learn the detail of the 
operations, but the issue we’re looking at 
is how we can get a better response time 
and why we don’t have a 24-7 response 
time of half an hour.” 


“People don’t stop fishing 
and people who are in need 
of rescue don’t stop their 
activities due to the work 
schedule of the search and 
rescue operators.”

Halifax will be the last stop on their At¬ 
lantic visit: They’re also visiting 
Greenwood, as well as Gander and St. 
John’s in Newfoundland and Labrador. 
They will hold two open public hearings 
while in Newfoundland and Labrador next 
week. 

“We need to have a rescue system that’s 
in keeping with the need,” Harris said. 

When the committee completes its in¬ 
formation, it will send a report and recom¬ 
mendations to Parliament. 

“These recommendations can be the 
subject of a vote and debate in the House. 
So we’ll see where it goes,” Harris said. 

A spokesman for JRCC said yesterday he 
would not comment on the committee’s 
visit.

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Cost of crossing goes north 


Don’t ask for whom the 
bridge tolls — it tolls for 
your pocketboolc. 

As of April 1, cash pay¬ 
ments at the tolls to the 
two harbour bridges will 
go up from 75 cents to $1, 
according to a Nova Scotia 
Utility and Review Board 
decision released Thurs¬ 
day. 

Halifax Harbour 

Bridges also applied to in¬ 
crease MACPASS rates 
from 60 to 80 cents this 


year, but the UARB said 
it’s going to phase it in 
over two years. 

MACPASS tolls will go 
up 10 cents as of April 1 
and another 10 cents on 
April 1, 2012. 

“Our revenue next year 
will be about $2.5 million 
less than what it would 
have been (had the in¬ 
crease not been phased in 
over two years),” said 
Steve Snider, manager 
and CEO of HBB. 


19 -year respite 


The last time bridge tolls 
went up was 1992. 


Snider said they need 
to pay for a $137-million 
(in 2009 dollars) redeck¬ 
ing by 2016. The commis¬ 
sion will also have to 
borrow significantly to 


pay for the construction. 

The toll increase did 
not go unopposed. 

The UARB received six 
letters from residents and 
groups concerned about 
the increase. The Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce 
said it was bad timing 
when businesses are fac¬ 
ing other increases in 
HST, water and electricity 
bills. 

But the only member 
of the public to speak at 


the November hearing 
was Dartmouth resident 
Darren Braclcley. 

In an interview Thurs¬ 
day, he said it’s unfair 
commuters using the fer¬ 
ry or the bridges have to 
pay tolls while others us¬ 
ing the Bedford Highway 
or the Armdale round¬ 
about don’t. 

“Either a toll for every¬ 
body or a toll for nobody,” 
he said.

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Schools to get 
sense of budget 
soon: Minister 


O Education minister to release budget allocations, 
but not prior to meeting with province’s school boards 



Education Minister Ramona 
Jennex revealed school 
boards will have a better 
idea of this year’s budget al¬ 
locations within 10 days. 

But how firm those num¬ 
bers will be is still up in the 
air. 

Jennex told reporters 
Thursday school boards will 
receive some clarity on the 
upcoming education budg¬ 
et by Feb. 6. 

“They need to look at 
their planning and they 
need that information,” she 
said. 

“School boards need 
their numbers, and I recog¬ 



nize that. And so we’ve 
been working veiy hard to 
build that budget based on 
the information that the 
school boards gave us.” 

The boards have been re¬ 
questing concrete budget 
numbers for weeks, but Fi¬ 
nance Minister Graham 
Steele previously stated 


that wouldn’t be possible. 

“It’s simply too early to 
be announcing budget fig¬ 
ures from a budget that’s 
not going to be delivered 
for another three months 
or so,” Steele told reporters 
on Jan. 6. 

But Steele said this year’s 
situation is an exception, 
explaining when there is an 
increase or no change in 
funding, boards can plan 
based on last year’s num¬ 
bers. When facing cuts, the 
situation is different. 

Steele stressed any fund¬ 
ing figures received are sub¬ 
ject to change. 

But Steele said he ex¬ 
pects the figures to be 
“pretty close” to what will 
appear in the budget.

The internal investigation 
into one early and one late 
release from the Central 
Nova Correctional Facility 
in Burnside is well into its 
third month. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry said Thursday the 
investigation, launched in 
early November, is substan¬ 
tially complete. 

But the department still 
needs time to bring all 
the information gathered 
together. 

“There’s not a hold-up,” 
said Landry. “It’s a matter 
of bringing the various 
parts together and then 
presenting me with the re¬ 
port so I get to review it.” 

Vernon Martell was mis¬ 
takenly released from the 
Burnside jail on Nov. 5. A 


week later, it was revealed 
that another inmate, 
Robert Jefferies, was kept 
in custody for 43 days after 
his sentence was complete. 

At the time, Landry said 
“clerical errors” led to 
both, but did not elaborate. 

While the investigation 
is complete, Landry said a 
copy of the report has yet 
to make it to his desk. 

“(Staff) can be away for a 
day off, or a vacation or 
whatever. There can be 
many reasons why they 
finished the investigation 
(and) that final report 
hasn’t been done.”

Nova Scotians keep on 
lovin’ their booze. 

The net income for 
liquor sales has increased 
3.2 per cent in the third 
quarter of this year com¬ 
pared to last, according sta¬ 
tistics released Thursday by 
the Nova Scotia Liquor Cor¬ 
poration. 

From Oct. 4 to Jan. 2, the 
NSLC recorded a net in¬ 
come of $59.8 million on 
sales of $151.4 million. In 
the same period in 2009-10, 
NSLC had a net income of 
$58 million on sales to¬ 


talling $149.7 million. 

Since October, beer sales 
suffered a drop of 1.1 per 
cent while wine sales 
spiked up 7.1 per cent. 

Rick Perkins, spokesper¬ 
son with the NSLC, said a 
shift in customer buying 
patterns shows people were 
buying smaller packs of 
beer and less often. 

“It’s not clear yet why,” 
he said. “It’s not a trend I’ve 
seen in seven years at 
least.” 

Beer makes up about 50 
per cent of NSLC sales. 

When it comes to wine, 
Perkins said it has actually 
recovered after a downturn 


Another round 

Spirit sales went up 0.9 per 
cent in the third quarter, 
while Ready-to-Drink sales 
increased 1.6 per cent. 

from last year. 

Another reason NSLC be¬ 
lieves wine sales spiked is 
due to a new product. Beau- 
jolais Nouvea — which was 
released in November — is 
a unique wine from France 
produced in limited quanti¬ 
ties throughout the year.

Later this year, Fayyad, an 
economist and former 
World Bank official, will 
ask the UN General Assem¬ 
bly to recognize Palestin¬ 
ian statehood. Fayyad has 
already transformed Ra- 
mallah, the Palestinians’ 
provisional capital, into a 
thriving city that features 
international banks and 
even five-star hotels. In 
fact, Fayyad is building an 
unofficial country that he 
hopes will show the world 
that Palestinians can gov¬ 
ern themselves — and do 
so peacefully. 

Metro met Fayyad at his 
office in Ramallah. 

Are you trying to catapult 
the Palestinians into a Mid¬ 
dle Eastern role model? 


All we want is a state of 
our own. Our right to free¬ 
dom has always been seen 
as something we some¬ 
how have to earn, which is 
unfair. But if we can show 
the world a stable Pales¬ 
tine with a well-function¬ 
ing infrastructure that 
provides reliable services 
to its residents, we’ll have 
created the reality of a 
state. It will be very hard 
for the world to ignore it. 
Will I be able to call you 
prime minister of Palestine 
in September? 

You’ll be able to call 
someone prime minister. 
I’ll be the first person to 
congratulate him or her 
on becoming the first 
prime minister of Pales¬ 
tine. We’ve been waiting 
for this for so long ... We 
have to keep up the posi¬ 
tive dynamic we’ve start¬ 
ed; we have to keep being 
persistent to create posi¬ 
tive change eveiy day to 
enable the state of Pales¬ 
tine to be born. 

Are you certain it will 
happen? 

Yes. In August 2009, we 
set ourselves the goal of 
Palestinian statehood in 


August 2011, and here we 
are. I have no Plan B or 
Plan C. We have only this 
plan and we think it’s go¬ 
ing to work. In order for it 
to happen, we Palestinians 
have to believe in it. It’s 
that sense of inevitability 
we’re trying to create by 
determination and perse¬ 
verance. If you don’t have 
a timeline, you don’t have 
a good plan. We’re work¬ 
ing on the ground to get 
fully ready for the state of 
Palestine. 


What will the geography of 
Palestine look like? 

It will comprise Gaza 
and the West Bank, and 
the West Bank includes 
East Jerusalem. This is the 
territory occupied in 1967. 
The two areas will be con¬ 
nected by a safe passage, 
something that’s actually 
in the Interim Accord be¬ 
tween Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians but hasn’t yet 
happened. The separation 
of Gaza and the West Bank 
has contributed to the po¬ 


litical separation that 
we’re going through right 
now. 

Are there other factors? 

The state of security. 
Militias shouldn’t be al¬ 
lowed to operate in Gaza. 
Non-violence has tremen¬ 
dous power. It has worked 
so many other times in 
history: In the U.S. civil 
rights movements and in 
countries like India gain¬ 
ing independence, and I 
believe it will work for us, 
too.

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Seeking Spain’s 
lost children 


O Baby-stealing network involved doctors, nurses, 
midwives, nuns, group says O 30,000 believed taken 


Hundreds of Spaniards 
searching for lost children 
or parents filed a petition 
on Thursday with Spain’s 
attorney general to investi¬ 
gate allegations newborns 
were stolen from their 
mothers and sold to other 
families, a practice they say 
went on for decades. 

Antonio Barroso, 41, said 
he found out only three 
years ago that the parents 
who raised him were not 


his biological parents. He 
said he learned he was sold 
at birth to another family 
for 200,000 pesetas. That’s 
the equivalent of $1,638, 
worth more at the time. 

It is well documented 
that in the immediate wake 
of Spain’s 1936-39 civil war, 
babies and children were 
taken from women who 
supported the Republican 
side that was defeated by 
the right-wing forces of 


Gen. Francisco Franco. 

Enrique Vila, lawyer for 
the petitioners’ association, 
ANADIR, said this political¬ 
ly motivated punishment 
transformed purely into a 
moneymaking scheme that 
lasted well past Spain’s re¬ 
turn to democracy in 1978, 
and until the mid-1990s.

Canada bars

Ahead of Sunday’s 
Screen Actors Guild 
awards, Fox Searchlight 
this month became the

Para¬ 
mount Pictures, Focus Fea¬ 
tures and other studios 
did the same later with 
movies such as The Fight¬ 
er and The Kids Are All 
Right.

SAG says see ya 
to paper ballots 


O Three tons of paper to be saved this year as the Screen Actor’s Guild 
moves voting online © We make small steps every year: SAG Producer 


Lots of Hollywood produc¬ 
tions celebrate their eco- 
friendliness, but the Screen 
Actors Guild Awards has 
made one of the greenest 
moves yet: It has all but 
eliminated the paper ballot. 

The union’s annual 
show, which recognizes the 
best performances in TV 
and film, urged its 125,000 
members to vote online for 
this year’s winners and only 
sent paper ballots to those 
who specifically requested 
them. 

But it wasn’t without 
risk. Though members were 
notified of the shift in the 
November issue of the 
union’s magazine, some 
still expected the tradition¬ 
al paper ballot. Pundits say 
that online voting may 
alienate some of SAG’s less 
tech-sawy members. 

SAG producer Kathy Con¬ 
nell contends that members 
handle all kinds of union 
business online, and SAG 
Awards staffers are on hand 
to answer any awards-relat- 
ed questions. 

The guild has offered on¬ 
line voting for the past five 
years, but previously 
backed up that offer with a 
paper ballot. 

“We’ve been sending the 
printed ballot and each 
year, more and more people 
chose to vote online,” Con¬ 
nell says. “We thought 
there might be a possibility 
of a few people who 
weren’t as comfortable 
(without) a printed ballot. 
When we get to the end, 
we’ll see what the results 
are.” 

She declined to reveal 
how many paper ballots 
were requested or how 
many votes are typically 
cast. 

While Connell says the 
move to paperless voting is 
the show’s most dramatic 
green effort yet, the SAG 
Awards are always aiming 
to be more environmentally 
friendly. The Environmen¬ 
tal Media Association, a 
non-profit group that 
promotes sustainability in 
Hollywood, has recognized 
the show’s ecological 
efforts two years in a row. 

SAG Awards voting clos¬ 
es Friday. The awards will 
be presented Sunday at the 
Shrine Exhibition Center.

We're not even a month in and 2011 has not 
been kind to the recording industry. 


W: 


ithout 
getting 
all apoc¬ 
alyptic 
about it, 
there’s 
enough going on to make 
any observer wonder if the 
Mayans weren’t talking 
about the world of music. 

CD sales are off to a bad, 
bad start. The year started 
with Taylor Swift holding 
on to the No. 1 position on 
the Billboard album charts 
by selling just 52,000 
copies of Speak Now. That 
entire week saw just 5.4 
million units sold across 
the entire U.S., an all-time 
low. And then it got worse. 

The following week, 
Cake’s Showroom of Com¬ 
passion ended up at No. 1, 
selling just 44,000 copies. 


Aggregate sales were 4.9 
million units. That’s 
beyond ugly. Things aren’t 
any better in Canada with 
sales trailing last year by 
around five per cent 
already. And last year was 
rubbish. 

Sales of digital releases 
and vinyl are leveling off: 
While digital sales were up 
significantly around the 
globe in 2010 — six per 
cent or so — sales growth is 
starting to level off. Same 
thing with vinyl — which, 
albeit a miniscule part of 
the overall market, was a 
bright spot. And any 
growth in these areas 
hasn’t been able to offset 
the margins lost with 
declining CD sales. Global 
recorded music revenue 
fell about nine per cent last 
year. 


Dearth (death?) of rock: 
The anemic 1-2 finish of 
Cake and Cage the 
Elephant on the Billboard 
charts a couple of weeks 
ago, was the first time we 
saw two rock records at the 
top since — well, I can’t re¬ 
member when. Scan any al¬ 
bum chart in the world and 
you’ll see precious few rock 
releases in the top 50. Rock 
is almost completely 
absent from the singles 
charts. Hope is on the 
way — Coldplay, U2, 

Red Hot Chili Peppers, 
Soundgarden and other su¬ 
perstar acts all have releas¬ 
es in the pipeline, which 
might get the public excit¬ 


ed — but for the moment, 
the idea of rock being the 
prevailing style of popular 
music is over. 

The future of the 
concert industiy: Declining 
CD sales mean that acts 
have to tour more to make 
up for the lost revenue. 

But touring is expensive 
and exhausting. Economies 
of scale allow superstar acts 
to make buckets of money, 
but it’s really, really tough 
for young, developing acts. 
Who’s looking after their 
interests? 

Then again, it’s early. 
Maybe things will 
improve. 

Maybe.

Two years ago, the Grammy 
Awards appeared to mark 
the end of Chris Brown’s ca¬ 
reer. 

This year, it is serving as 
a new beginning. 

Life for the multi-plat¬ 
inum sensation dramatical¬ 
ly changed on the eve of 
music’s biggest night in 
2009, when he assaulted 
then-girlfriend Rihanna and 
both were forced to bow out 
of the ceremony. 

In the months that fol¬ 
lowed, he saw his reputa¬ 
tion tarnished. He had to 
plead guilty to a felony, and 
his comeback CD, Graffiti, 
was a commercial disap¬ 
pointment. 

But with the success of 
his brush-off anthem 
Deuces, three nominations 
at this year’s Grammys (in¬ 
cluding best contemporary 
R&B album), an upcoming 
CD and an Australian tour 
in April, the focus on Chris 
Brown has returned to his 
music, without adding the 
Rihanna-prefix. 

“We feel good now that 
everybody’s talking about 
his music, which is exactly 
what Chris’ intention is,” 
said Tom Carrabba, the ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president and

Brown, now 21, is serv¬ 
ing five years of probation 
after pleading guilty to 
felony assault for the attack 
on Rihanna in the early 
morning hours before the 
2009 Grammys. The Vir¬ 
ginia native was commend¬ 
ed in November for 
completing more than one- 
third of the required 180 
days of community service 
and for almost finishing his 
domestic violence coun¬ 
selling. 

Over the past year,

Brave the 
cold for a 
grilled feast 

Don’t let the cold temper¬ 
atures stop you from firing 
up the barbecue to put to¬ 
gether a fabulous feast. 

“Steaks and anything 
barbecued always tastes so 
much better in the winter, 
maybe because you 
haven’t had them for so 
long,” says grilling guru 
Naz Cavallaro, who thinks 
nothing of starting up his 
grills all winter long. 

That’s right — grills. 
The Whitby, Ont., resident 
has a half-dozen outdoor 
cooking surfaces that he 
uses year-round. 

“I have a couple of grills 
that are close to my patio 
door. I use the smoker a lot 
during the winter. You set 
the temperature up and do 
something that takes a 
couple of hours or more 
outside, like ribs. 

“I do a lot of ribs. Defi¬ 
nitely slow and low (when) 
cooking proteins. Pork or a 
roast — things that I don’t 
have to go and check too 
many times.” 

The key to wintertime 
grilling is to use a digital 
thermometer. 

Cavallaro’s device has a 
monitor he clips to his belt 
that alerts him when his 
food is ready — and then 
he doesn’t have to keep go¬ 
ing out in the cold to check 
on it. 

Cavallaro, who is also a 
spokesman for grill manu¬ 
facturer Weber, advises 
keeping the lid down on 
the barbecue as much as 
possible. 

“Don’t open it too 
much. The more you open 
it, the longer food takes to 
cook. In winter, eveiy time 
you open it, it can take five 
to 10 minutes to get it 
back to the temperature 
you want.” 

With Super Bowl Sun¬ 
day right around the cor¬ 
ner many football fans will 
be having get-togethers, 
and nothing beats hot food 
straight off the grill, says 
Cavallaro. 

“The best part of it is 
that all the mess, and all 
the smells stay outside and 
doesn’t linger inside the 
house for a couple of days."

aybe it’s 
because 
“the Great 
One” has 
been the 
first truly 
remarkable hockey play¬ 
er to mature in such a 


public fashion. More 
than one generation of 
Canadians clearly recall 
him as the prodigal son. 
He was the magician who 
transported Edmonton to 
the centre of hockey’s 
universe. He had the Mi¬ 
das touch. 

“He was playing a 
man’s game, but he was a 
boy,” says Kelly Hrudey, 
an Edmonton native and 
longtime teammate of 
Gretzky with the Los An¬ 
geles Kings.“But I think 
he changed and made 
himself so much better.” 

Indeed, Gretzky repre¬ 
sents the last dynasty, the 
boy who became king in 
more ways than one. 

A nation watched him 
weep at being traded, 
some say sold, in order to 
fashion the gold rush to 
hockey’s sunbelt. There 
was the spectacle of a 
wedding to a Hollywood 
personality. 

Gretzky, mimicking 
Peter Pan, took Los Ange¬ 
les close to the Stanley 
Cup and made the world 
take notice of Canada’s 
beloved game. 

Even in his declining 
competitive years when 
Gretzky migrated to 
Broadway, the mystical 
powers that allowed him 
to be at the right place at 
exactly the right time 
were still evident. 

Somehow, as hockey’s 


finest players were 
allowed to take part in 
the Olympics in 1998, the j 
Great One was left on the j 
bench at a defining 
moment for Canada and 
a loss to the eventual 
champions from Czech 
Republic ensued. 

It’s tough to recall that | 
moment. It was maybe 
the last gasp of his youth | 
gone in a whisper. But he j 
held his head high and 
soldiered on. 

In retirement, Gretzky | 
led Canada to Olympic 
gold but couldn’t 
translate his genius as 
coach of the Phoenix 
Coyotes. 

Now, he is rarely seen 
or heard, perhaps revel¬ 
ling in the quiet time he 
has earned. But a 
landmark birthday caus¬ 
es his glory to be paraded | 
out for a lightning-quick 
period of reflection and 
admiration. 

“He was the best, no 
doubt about it,” says 
Hrudey. “He had no faults j 
as a player and even bet¬ 
ter qualities as a human 
being.”

© Federer loses in straight sets for first time since 2008 
O Djokovic will face either Ferrer or Murray in final 


First Rafael Nadal, now 
Roger Federer. 

The 16-time Grand Slam 
title-winning Federer was 
knocked out of the Aus¬ 
tralian Open 7-6 (3), 7-5, 6-4 
on Thursday by 2008 
champion Novak Djokovic. 

The talk before the tour¬ 
nament was of a block¬ 
buster final between 
Nadal, going for his fourth 
straight Grand Slam win, 
and Federer, who was aim¬ 
ing for his fifth Australian 
title and perhaps the only 
player who could stop him. 

Instead, after Nadal was 
eliminated by fellow 
Spaniard David Ferrer in 
an injuiy-induced straight- 
set loss Wednesday, and 
now Federer heading 
home, it will be Djokovic 
in the final against either 
Andy Murray or Ferrer — 
they play their semifinal

on Friday. 

“I’m looking forward to 
watching that match to¬ 
morrow from my bed with 
some popcorn,” Djokovic 
said. “David played a fan¬ 
tastic match against Rafa 
even though Rafa was 
struggling obviously with 
injuries. 

“They are in top shape. 
Andy has been in top shape 
on this court. It’s a Grand 
Slam final, anything can 
happen. I believe in myself, 
it’s really one of the best 
matches I’ve played in a 
while.” 


It will be the first time 
since 2003 that Federer 
will not hold any of the 
four major titles and the 
first time that neither 
Nadal nor Federer will not 
feature in a Grand Slam fi¬ 
nal since the Australian 
Open in 2008, when 
Djokovic beat Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga. 

“I was ready for another 
two sets easily,” Federer 
said. “Pity I couldn’t push 
him there. Wish I could 
have won here for the fifth 
time, but it wasn’t possible 
tonight.” 

The finals scenario 
could open the door for 
Murray to become the first 
British Grand Slam singles 
champion since Fred Periy 
in 1936 when the final is 
played Sunday night at Rod 
Laver Arena.
